Senator W alsh of the com m ittee 
probing the oil leases, received a tele­ 
gram from D. F. Stackelbach, Denver

sensational 
correspon­ 
dence” relating to the Teapot Dome 
lease. 
W alsh also received a tele 
gram from Schuyler in which ho re- 
* quested opportunity to testify. 
W hen the com m ittee resum ed its 
bearings, J. Leo Stack, Denver, said 
he tried to prevail on Secretary Dan­ 
iels to lease the naval reserves, but 
Daniels flatly refused.

MILLIONS USE NATIONAL 
FORESTS FOR RECREATION 


asport Shows That 6,OOO,OOO Persons 


Visited Areas During the 
Year 1922. 


The extent to which the national for­ 
ests are being used for recreational 
I purposes is shown by the fact that 
well over ti,IRK),OOO persons visited tile 
forests during 1922, say* Col. W. B. 
Greeley, chief of the forest sendee, 
I United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, Washington, in his annual report. 
in 1917, the first year records of the 
number of persons visiting the national 
forests were complied, slightly more 
than 8,000.000 visitors recorded. 
In 
1922 tills figure stood at over 6,#00,- 
OOO, thus showing a doubling in the 
number of visitors to the forests in 
six years. 
All indications point to a 
continued increase for the future, the 
report states. 
“The use of the national forests for 
recreation is in all respects deserving 
of encouragement,” the report says. 
“It means for no small part of the 
country’s population a valuable oppor­ 
tunity and privilege. 
Properly pro­ 
vided for, recreational use will add 
valuable elements to our national life 
without seriously impairing the ca­ 
pacity of the forests to create wealth 
or render other public services.” 
One of the important duties of offi­ 
cers of the forest service, the report 
continues, is the protection of game 
animals and fish, two resources of the 
forests which are closely related to the 
use of forested areas as recreation 
grounds. 
“The wild life resources of the na­ 
tional forests,” It continues, “must be 
administered, 
fostered 
and 
utilised 
much as are the timber and forage re­ 
sources. 
The cost of this activity In 
common with providing facilities for 
recreation and conserving the sources 
of water, will never be recovered In 
the form of commercial receipts, but is 
justified by the valuable public service 
which the national forests can thus 
contribute. 
“More game refuges and fish-breed­ 
ing streams and ponds should be set 
aside to provide for protected breed­ 
ing to meet the rapidly increasing use 
of the forests for recreational pur­ 
poses, careful consideration must be 
given to available food supplies for 
the desirable animals, and a system of 
regulated use devised that will pre­ 
vent depletion of all wild life.” 


Armless Preacher Bags

Swinging a big wild young gobbler 
under his left armless sleeve and his 
gun under the right, Rev. Dr. Richard 
T. Vann, affectionately known as the 
"armless wander,” walked into the 
t Union station with his dinner.

plucking his turkeyship from the skies 
the clergyman downed another, hilt he 
did not boust of his sportsmanship in 
bagging the first.

In getting two wild 
turkeys in one day he turned a feat in 
sportsmanship that any sharpshooter 
in the National Guard would have 
been glad to match. The former pres­ 
ident of Meredith college, whose arms 
were lost when a boy, is a dead shot 
with a hammerless breach loader and 
a string tied to a trigger pulled by 
his teeth.

Airplane Beacon Light 
Illuminates Square Mile 
Two airplanes made test flights at 
night recently in a portion of Mltchel 
Field. L. I., which was illuminated by 
an electric beacon of French manufac­ 
ture which MaJ. William N. Hensley, 
Jr., commandant of the fit id, character­ 
ized as tl»e greatest single achievement 
in tile promotion of night flying. 
The beacon gives a diffused light of 
high power over an area of about a 
mile square. 
Houses In Hempstead, a 
mile and a half away, were clearly 
visible to observers at the flying field. 
The device itself is ubout the size of 
a hogshead and is of 5,000.000.000 can­ 
dle power.
